On the morning of April 7, 1949, I received a call from Ass 
Director D. M. Ladd with reference to my conversation with him of *prii t> 
relative to the desire of the Grand Jury that the Director and the Attorney 
General appear-before it. Mr. Ladd advised that the director has indicated 
that he has no desire to appear before the Grand Jury; that he feels that 
the request for his appearance would be based on a publicity stunt on the 
part of the GJ. I advised Mr. Ladd that I would informally advise Mr. 
Donegan of the above and that the Director did not feel that his appearance 
before the GJ would be desirable. I advised Mr. Ladd, as setf orth in my„ 
conversation with him on April 6, that Mr. Donegan felt that he could ^ 
control the GJ with reference to this matter without difficulty. Mr. Ladd 
requested that I speak to Mr. Donegan and advise him as soon as the matter 
had been settled. 

I then called Mr. Donegan who stated that he could handle the 
matterj that inasmuch as he would be in Washington on *prll 8 he would 
further discuss this with the Director at that time. 

I advised Mr. Ladd of the results of my conversation with Mr. 
Donegan and informed him that Mr. Donegan appeared to be confident that 
he had control of the Grand Jury^

On the afternoon of April. 6, 1949, I epoke to Assistant Director 
D. M. Ladd of the Bureau and advised him that, as the Bureau is aware, the 
Grand Jury has been going a little bit afield and apparently has the idea 
that it should find out as much as possible about espionage in the United 
States and drair on all sources to get that informaUon and possibly come 
UP with a presentment. Mr. Ladd was informed that on April 6, the foreman 
of the Grand Jury advised Mr. T. J. Donegsin that the Grand Jury would like 
to hear from the Attorney General and Director Hoover to get any infoi^a- 
Uon they might have on espionage activities in the United States and what 
should be done to combat that situation, i'he foreman of the Grand Jwy 
would like to have them appear soiuetimo next week. Mr. Donegan advised him 
that this, of course, was out of the question because of the crowded 
schedules of the Attorney General and the Director, but Donegan did not 
want to turn them doim on his own, and advised the GJ he would check into 
the situation. 

I advised Mr. Ladd that Mr. Donegan said he would handle the 
situation as far as the Attorney General is concerned, and insofar as the 
Director is concerned, there are probably two things which could be done* 
1) Donegan can diplomatically table the request, or 2) If the Director 
should want to appear in a couple of weeks, that of course could be 
arranged. Mr. Donegan wanted the Bureau to have this information and 
stated he would discuss it more fully and what is behind it when he sees 
the Director on Monday morning, April 11. 
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April 7, 1949 
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Mr. T.^. Doneg^n advised m on April 7, 1949 that de 
attorney McLEANChad called him with reference to pootponing the trial 
until May 2, 1949. McIEAN had suggested that neither the Government nor 
the defense was ready to go to trial on April 11. Mr. Donegan advised 
that he had told McLEAN that it was apparent that the defense was not 
ready as the document examiner in Pittsburg would be examining the 
documents on V'il 12. Donegan told UcLEAH that postponement until May 2 
was satisfactory with him If It was with AUSA Murphy; that he would check 
lith Mr. Uurph7«nd it if was satisfactory he would take care of havin|; the 
case set back to May 2« 

Mr. Donegan advised me that the case would be set back to May 2. 
He further advised that McIfAN had indicated that insofar as the defense 
was concerned, there would be no further request for postponement after 
May 2, 

While I was speaking to Assistent Erector Ladd on the afternoon 
of April 7, I furnished him the above information.

CHAMBERS 
related that he agreed to this arrangement and^LLEN thereupon called 
ST0L6ERG and made the accessary arrangements* 

Coatinuiag, CiiAf-lBERS stated that he and ALLEN talked for some 
hours, during which time ALLPiN iaterviewed him concerning Cenmiinism and 
Russian activities* 

According to CHAMBE/.S, ALLEN again contacted him the following 
day at his office at '•Time, Inc." and tried "to pressure" him iate talking 
to him agaia* However, tnis time CHAMBERS stated, he refused. He added 
that he did not like ALLEN and never saw this individual a^aia.

That ALGER KISS sornetiipe, probably in 1936 or later, discovered that 
WKITTAKER CKA^'B^nS was having homosexual relations with TB'OTHI E03SC}:J^on of 
PRISCILLA HI550and stepson of ALGER HISS; that upon learning this ALGER KISS 
ordered CHA*-'BERS ftrom his house and forbade hir to return. According to the 
information that CKAT'EERS received, he, CHA^'BERS, was supposed to have re- 
turned to the HISS household when he knew that ALGER and PRISCILLA were not 
there, and that TIVOTHI H0B93N admitted him to the house. In this way he would 
have access to the Woodstock typewriter therein* 

This inforr:ation was made available to Special Assistant ?• J» Ibnegan 
and corsideration was given to reinterviewing TD'OTKT HCESOS. ''r« Donegan ad- 
vised that in a signed statement dated February 9, 1949, TP'OTHY H0P30N had stated,

Donegan stated that in view of this statement of TP'OTHY HOBS(K, he felt 
that in the event he were reinterviewed and confironted with the fact that we 
had knowledge that the defense intended to show that there was any relaticnf^hip 
between CHAMPERS and POPST?:, that this would focus this particular information 
and the defense may very well change the facts in order to suit their own par- 
ticular purpose.
